miles off 
the Cape Charles 
lightship sent the craft to the bot­ 
tom, Commander Ellison, executive 
officer at the Hampton Roads Naval 
station, reported to the navy depart­ 
ment on the basis of radio dispatch­ 
es from the bombing squadron. 
The cammandant of the station 
added to his cryptic message of the 
sinking that it was unnecessary to 
send additional plane*, to the scene. 
This ended the first phase of the 
bombing tests. 
The first report 
to the depart­ 
ment did not give the number of 
bombs 
dropped 
bv 
the 
attacking 
squadron or the number of hits re­ 
corded.

up of three F-5-L type naval planes, 
each carrying four bombs weighing

M EXICAN OIL 


That the importation of Mexican oil is having a bearish 
tendency on the market for American oil goes without saying. 
The importation of millions of barrels of crude oil a month, 
in addition to the increased production in the mid-continent 
field, could have but one effect and that is the lowering of 
the price. Sooner or later this means production will slacken 
and the price will pick up. 
The cost of production in the 
Mexican fields is so low, however, compared to the cost of 
production in Oklahoma and other southwestern states that 
the southwestern operators need protection. 
At the same time, every encouragement should be given 
American investors who want to purchase Mexican oil prop­ 
erty and the American government ought to see that these 
investors are protected. 
It is evident to the observer that 
the Mexican people will not for many years develop the oil 
properties. 
It is evident also that somebody will develop 
them. This means that the Mexican oil fields will be develop­ 
ed by Americans or by other foreign investors. 
It is to the 
advantage of our shipping, urn- industries and possibly the 
very army and navy itself that American citizens control at 
least the major part of the Mexican fields. 
One has but to recall that the consumption of crude pe­ 
troleum increased in ten years from 200,000,000 to 500,000,- 
000 barrels to realize how soon the American fields will be 
drained. 
Our merchant marine is fast going to oil burning 
engines. 
It takes years and fortunes to develop an oil field, 
and no time should be lost in getting control of some of the 
Mexican property. 
The country which controls the world’s 
supply of petroleum may control the commerce.

One has but to recall that the consumption of crude pe- 


'troledm increased in ten years from 200,000,000 to 500,000,- 
000 'barrels to realize how soon the American fields will be 
drained. Our merchant marine is fast going to oil burning 
engines. It takes years and fortunes to develop an oil field, 
and no time should be lost in getting control of some of the 
Mexican property. The country which controls the world's 
supply of petroleum may control the commerce.
